al property. jjibc bill passed on 
the final night of tho session. No 
written reason were sent with tho 
hill to the secretary of state, but is 
was vetoed because it conflicted 
with Governor Dawson's ideas con¬ 
cerning the laying of taxes. Tho 
hill was one of the- four good roads 
bills, introduced by Senator Suther¬ 
land. It was passed by a large 
majority in each branch of the leg¬ 
islature.
